til Saturday night. The meeting WM 
for the purpose of organ Mag an in- 
ternational 
protective 
association. 


Officers were elected altematoly from 
the two national bodies. The name* 
of the officials will not be made public 
at this time. The international body 
will meet, at Toronto, Ont-. Jane 7, 
ISitt. 


The following declaration of princi- 


ples was adopted: 


1 The roles of the people intelli- 


gently and justly expressed Is the su- 
preme law. 


2. The perfection of all law is the 


recognition of the right of self local 
government. 


3 The right of freedom of con- 


science, of intelligence, free speech, 
free press, personal liberty and the 
prerogative of unrestricted private 
judgment IB beyond all question. 


4 In defining and in enforcing the 


laws and in the definition of its juris- 
diction and powers the state is su- 
preme. 


5 All instftutionsof an ecclesiastical 


character claiming temporal dominion 
ipr the right to define the extent of 
their own jurisdiction are inimical to 
all forms of constitutional government 
and are a menace to the perpetuity 
thereof 


<i. The intellectual and moral ad- 


vancement of the world is best expe- 
dited by a sound and fraternal union 
between all peoples and races whose 
civilization la the highest, and whose 
liberty of conscience Is most perfect; 
and the welfare of mankind is beet en- 
hanced and preserved by the contin- 
uance of a lasting per-ce between all 
races and peoples opposed to the ef- 
forts of selfish and Kouliess interna- 
tional and universal ecclesiastical and 
financial corporations to disturb the 
harmony of universal brotherhood by 
the rode alarms of barbarous, dehu- 
manizing and enslaving war. 


The aims of the organization are to 


establish the principles of the order 
throughout the world; to uphold the 
right of self-government; to secure 
and maintain the supremacy of the 
stale; strive for enactment of leg- 
islation

was not as km* as usual but It trans- 
acted, Including action on the veto mes 
sage of Mayor Oonklin, some very Im 
portent business Quito a respectable 
lobby was present, presumably Inter- 
ested ID the final outcome of th» 
paving ordinances. 
A* soon a* Mr. 


Bobbins had finished the reading of 
the journal and Alderman Johnson b*d 
satisfied himself that a certain section 
of proposed sidewalk was not omitted 
from the ordinance, and the journal wail 
approved, the clerk took up a large en- 
velope and drew from it a paper which 
proved to bo the mayor's veto of the two 
paving ordinances. As soon as it WM 
read the council by a uuuaimogs vote 
concurred In the objections of the 
mayor, and the ordinance was dead. 


During the proceedings them was a 


good deal of diaeMslon, the result 
largely pf misunderstanding* which 
were themselves doe to a want of defer- 
ence to the rules of parliamentary pro- 
ceedings. Of course it is not expected 
that a city council should Ue Itself 
down to strict rules in debate, but there 
are some general rales, If observed, that 
obviate much confusion in proceeding 
which are sun to come if they are not 
observed. Following is a part of the 
mayor'* veto message containing his ob 
jection to the paving ordinance: 


These ordinances were passed June 


23,1896, under the law then in force 
governing public Improvements. 
The 


new act passed by the present state 
legislature went into effect to-day. Upon 
due consideration I fee) warranted in 
saying that the entire court proceedings 
relating to the assessment of benefits 
coming as they do after July 1. will be 
governed by the new act, and that there- 
fore the ordinances having been passed 
under one act and the commissioners 
proceeding will be governed by another 
act, while in my opinion warranted by 
law, might result in legal contentions 
that the city cannot afford, voluntarily 
to bring upon Itself in going on with tt» 
improvements upon the present basis. 


In addition to the foreaoing reasons, 


which are general and apply to both the 
ordinances, I find that a large number 
of property owners along some of the 
streets proposed to be improved are pay- 
ing out upon their homes, in our tiomi 
and loan associations. Since the hard 
times of 1888 set in, on account of the 
loss of work an* wages many of them 
have been hard pressed to meet these 
payment* as they fail due. and to add to 
their obligations this additional burden 
would further limit their chances of

She 
entered the house through the window, 
and lying on the table was a nate 
which explained all. 


Almost crazed with grief and fright, 


Mrs. Ganole went into an adjoining 
room, where to her horror she saw the 
lifeless form of Ella Bennott, aged 10; 
Omar, aged S, and their mother, side 
by side, the latter gasping for breath 
and totally unconscious. 


Mrs. Bennett had made full prepara- 


tions to commit the deed. She had 
taken precaution to carefully dress 
herself and children in spotless linen 
for their burial. 
The scene is a terrible one in the ex- 


treme. The mother lay in a comotose 
state, while her dead children were by 
her side. No motive is assigned for 
the deed and what poison she admin- 
istered is not known. Mrs. Bennett 
was the wife ol Benson Bennett, a 
locomotive engineer who committed 
suicide at Indianapolis a few months 
ago. 
He carried an insurance policy
